* berty, Agriculture, and the Arts and Sciences, 
On the Right of this, below the Entablature, was a Picture 
of fifteen yo eight, repreſenting the Return of Nep- 

tune : He was riding on the Ocean in a Carr drawn. by Sea- 
Harſes: His Right-hand holding a Trident, and his Left ſup- 
ported a Globe; He was conducted by the Genius of Peace, 
and attended by Tritons, Sea-Nymphs, &c. Companion to 
this on the Left of the central Arch, was the Return of Mars: 
He was ſeated on a Carr drawn by three Lions, the Arms of 
England, and was conducted by Fame, with an Olive-branch, 
who proclaim d the Peace. The Carr was followed by the 
Army.
